While In most, parts of tho world, 
except Africa, slave catching Is be- 
coming a llilmr a tho past, tho praetlisS 
is still carried an to some extent In 
Tonkin In splto of tho efforts of tbo 
French to put an end to lb Tho 
slaves who are wanted there are only 
women and children. Slave dealers 
f>nd women and oblldren la tbo forests, 
away from tho villages, drag them 
Into the mountains nnd soil them to 
Chinese morchnnts, who carry thorn 
into tho western provinces of China 
and sell them to -rich familial, Tho 
odious trafllo bogan nbout twanty-flvo 
years ago. The practice of exporting 
them as slaves came about in this 
ways 



la JeM the Dhlnusa soldiers who 
Invaded Tonkin, which was In revolt 
again ft China, found themselves on- , 
cumbered by prisoners taken from tho ' 
Tonklnese, They did not know if hat 
to do with the prisoners, but at last 
decided to ship them to China and sco 
if thoy could not sell them, It was at 
tills tlmo that emigration agencies 
wero recruiting In China thousands of 
workmen to toll on tho guano islands 
of Chill. Tbo hundreds of male pris- 
oners wero easily disposed of to these 
emigration ngonts, and the woman 
and children who wero among tho un- 
fortunates, wore sold to well-to-do 
Chinese. 

This opened n now trade, although 
at first It was not easy to sell tho 
women, beoauso wealthy families 
did not wish to have servants with 
black tooth, the result of the 
practice of betal nut abewlng, So 
small a price, however, was askod for 
thsm that all tho women were finally 
sold. To-day these women are In 
much demand In some parts of West- 
ern China. As servants thoy aro gen- 
tle, obedient and laborious, and are so 
highly esteemed that they command a 
good price. It is a very lucrative 
trade, and hundreds of poor women 
are every year dragged away from 
tholr homes by theso pitiless dealers 
of human flesh. Many Chinese are 
engaged In tho business. 

It is gratifying to hoar that tho 
French aro making good progress In 
thoir efforts to stamp out tho traffic. 
Thoy have visited very severe punish- 
ment upon some Chinese whom thoy 
have caught stealing women.

Many or the occupations thoy aro ac- 
customed to took on as the toils of 
their lives— fancy work, paying 
visits, practicing, etc — are, as many 
married womon and not a few girls 
could toll them, little more than 
healthful and plonsant recreations.

In 
tho summer, whan ho lived at tho sol- 
dier's home, ho would uiko his frugal 
breakfast and ride la to tow a la time 
lo bo at his desk at 8 o'clock, writes 
Colonel John Hay in tho Century. Ho 
began to recolvo visits nominally nt 10 
o'clock, but long before that hour 
struck tho doors wero boelogod by anx- 
ious crowds, through whom tho people 
of importance, senators and member* 
of congress, elbowed their way after 
tbo fashion which sllil survives. On 
days when the eabinut inul, Tuesdays 
and Fridays, tha hour of noon closed 
tho interviews of morning. On other 
days It was tbo president's custom at 
about that hour to order thu doors to 
be opened nnd all who were waiting to 
bo admitted. 

At luncheon time he Und literally 
to run tho gantlet through tho crowds 
who 8\ led tho corridors bcttrcon his 
oftlco und tho rooms at tho west and 
of tho houFa occupied by tho family. 
Tbo nf to moon wore away in much 
tbo same mnnnor as tho morning; lulo 
In iho day ho usually drovo oiit for 
oa hour's airing; at G o'clock ho dlucd. 

Ho was ana of tho most abstemious 
of men; tbo pleasures of tho tnblu 
had few tatractions for him. His 
breakfast was an egg und a cup of 
coffee; at luncheon liu rarely took 
mora than a biscuit and a glass uf 
milk, n plate of fruit In lis season; nl 
dinner ho alo sparingly of ono or twu 
courses.

not that bo remained always on prin- 
ciple a total abstainer, na bo was a 
part of his early Ufa In tho fervor of 
the "H'ttshiugtonlun" roform; but he 
novor cared for wine or liquors of any 
sort, and never used tobacco.

Thus 
tho lovurs follow ouu another until tho 
girl Hails a promising buck who has 
either done soma great deed or who Is 
rich enough In ponies or steers to 
roimburso tho father for tho loss of 
his child or who Is In a position lo 
earn suiuo sort of tamo In war or 
In peace.

To tha bear hunter tho wilds of 
Alaska offer a pnradlio that can be 
found la no other country on tho globe, 
aa Is aliened by tho yoarly shipments 
of hides, wrltos a Juneau correspond- 
ent of the Denver News. Tho most 
ohoson are those- of tho black boar, 
whloh roam tho woods by hundreds, 
and prima skins bring (rem $25 up to 
as high as $100 each In tho market. 
During tho excursion season tourists 
from all parts of tho aloba make a 
thriving trade for Alaska merchants 
In the bearskin lino. Tboro are five 
distinct spades of the bear in Alaska 
—tha black, brown or olnnnmon and a 
cross, which Inhabit all portions of 
southeastern Alaska and the upper 
portion of tho Yukon country. Fur- 
ther north, la tho St Ellas Alps, Is 
tho homo of a grizzly which In size, 
foroolty and color much resetabloa the 
grizzlies of tho Sierra Novodos, and 
still further north, along tha lower 
renchos of tho Yukon and tho lea 
fields of tha Arctic Ocean, Is tho whlto 
polar boar. As brave and skillful 
in bunting bear as tho Alaska In- 
dian Is ho seldom hunts tho St. Kilns 
grizzly, both because there Is 
little profit In tho hides an d tho great 
size and ferocity of tho beasts mnku 
hunting them a most hazardous under- 
taking, Tholr modo of killing thorn 
Is by shooting Into them from a heav- 
ily charged smooth-bore musket a 
heavy slug of load, capper or Iron, thon ' 
awaiting tholr charge, which never 
falls to follow tha shot, with a long, 
heavy nnd strongly nindo sponr, rest- 
lug the bull of iho weapon on tho 
ground and plnnllng ona foot firmly 
against It. Tho polnl of the spoir 
reals nt an angle to plorco tho boar 
In the bread, nnd tho bear's own 
weight, when It strikes the spear In 
lis nmd charge, Is cnlculatcd to drive 
the weapon through him or plerco him 
deep enough to causo death. As will 
bo readily scon. If at this critical mo- 
ment tho hunter's courngo should fall 
him, or by miscalculation tho spear 
Tailed to Impale tho charging beast, 
tho hunter would bo knocked sonsoloss { 
nnd Immediately torn Into shreds. This 
modo of bear-hunting may havo lis 
advantages, but only tho Alaska Indian 
bos tho courage lo try tho experiment. ' 



CARPET-WEAVINQ IN INDIA*

Tno shawls and carpets of India 
have long been famous f or t hoi r color. 
Their popularity Is partly duo to tho 
brilliancy and permanence of the dyes 
employed, and partly to the Wm on- 
to ui UnU Into which the colon are 
blended. The figures, except when 
thny are geometrical, are apt to bo 
rudoly drawn. 

It Is a matter of surprise to learn 
that work so artlstle as tho weaving 
of tbe wondorful fabrics which cannot 
t« equalled ia our mills. Is every part 
done on the rudoit of looms and by 
little boys of less than twelve years 
of age. Mrs. King describes tba 
work a* she saw it done la oae of tho 
bill towns near tbe borders of Kash- 
mir. 

"We passed through an archway 
lata a large, deserted-looking enclo- 
sure full ef rubbish heaps, and having 
a deep colonnade ol mud-brlelu run- 
ning all round. Under this wore 
erected rude looms, or whloh there 
must havo boon ovor fitty. but at the 
present time only sis are being work- 
ed, owing to trade being alactc 

•Tho carpets wore most beautiful 
In color and design ; all Intended for 
the London mnr^aL Wo saw one, 
measuring twolve foot by ten, which 
was nearly finished. Six little boysi 
varying In ago from eight to eleven 
years, wore working It, whllo ono of 
them rend out tha pattern from a slip 
of pnpor. Their small brown fingers 
worked so nimbly, knotting on tho 
various colored wools and cutting off 
the ends with a knife, that one could 
hardly see what thoy were doing. It 
■oemsd amazing that such young boys 
could havo attained such dexterity. 
Their pay Is from eight to ten sb.lt* 
lings a month. 

"Wo were told that thor could 
maxo a enrpat of tho stio thoy were 
then working la ono month, so that 
tho actual cost for making would be 
about throo pounds, nnd as tho car- 
pot would soli horo for ovor thlrteoa 
pounds, there mint be a. handsomo 
prollt over nnd above the cost of tho 
wool and the Interest on capital 
sunk."

The roots af most trees extend much 
farther thnn their brnnchos, nnd when 
Uikon from Iho nursery iho larger 
part of tlio roots n ni loft In tho ground, 
nnd hence ihnra Is but llltlo loft to 
sustain tho tree. Evan If tho treo 
Uvos with the wholo top loll on, than 
tha ends of tlio limbs wilt bo Hkely to 
die. At allovents, such n trea will bo 
stunted and ruined. Tito tree thus 
propurod. trimmed as uhbva, should 
havo Its roots dipped Into tho luh 
of water, lly so doing tho dirt will 
cling to tho roots, and ctiublo tho in to 
start more rundily. 

Tho abovo dlroatlons will apply to 
nearly all fruit trees.

Tliutn[t» In Hug*. 

This disease Is common to all sea- 
sons, but muro provnlont In tho coot 
months of full and sprini; and during 
the winter than during tho sumtnar. 
It Is caused by consiipailon, too rich 
and Heavy feeding, colds, and lying In 
tho dust. Wo hnvo hud mora troublo 
from overfeeding than all tho other 
causes to jollier. When a young pfg 
geU to thumping wo do not expect to 
meet with success la dootorlng, ho- 
rausa tho troublo Is caused by too 
much tnllk, and before wo con ranch 
It through the dam It succumbs. Hut 
with pigs niter weaning and Inrger 
animals lhat miliar from thumps wo 
havo mot with good success In giving 
modlclne, finding spirits of turpentine 
tbo best remedy. For a pig that will 
wolgh fifty pounds a teaspoonful will 
be a dosa; glva oaco a day for two or 
threo dnys In tho slop, and then drop 
out a day or two bnforo giving another 
dose. 

If tho iiiilmal is getting too much It 
can bo told by tho otfacton tha urinary 
organs. Onco wo prcparud lurpontluo 
for tho whale lot, something over 
thirty head, for a cough, part of them 
frilled to drink, find tho others got too 
much. I to mi It, tho next morning about 
one-hnir of the number woro all feed, 
and on being driven from their bods 
the burrows would got almost onto tho 
ground with tholr bolllos In tholr 
elTorts to urinate, and tho sows would 
scttla dowa on tholr hnunchos In tholr 
straining. Wo thought tho affected 
ones wore ruined, but in this we wore 
mistaken, for In twelve hours thoy 
wore at their focd again, apparently 
ly alt right. 

This remedy in some cases falls, as 
all othor remedies will. Jinny farm- 
ers deem it tho shortest way outof tho 
troublo whon thoy find a hog thumping, 
to kill It. putting an and to its misery 
and saving tlio cxpoiiio and Incon- 
vanlouoa of dootorlng, This no would 
not do except In extreme discs. This 
Is a troublo thai can bo provontod by 
caraful feeding nnd looking woll to 
tho sanitary conditions of tho animals. 
Excopt In tha case of sucking pigs wo 
do not Ihlnk tho dlionso as prevalent 
nt formerly. — Stockman and Farmer.

You girls hurt yoursalvcs, 
hurt your work, make It of Iobs valuo 
and yourselves less respected bo- 
cause you so on tl rely draw tbo 
line nt what you will and what 
you will not do. Thnt which 
your hands And to do Is the duty be- 
fore you, nnd tho woman who, em- 
ployed in a eountlng-houaa, finds It 
but llttlo trouble to keep her desk In 
order nnd, wban sho has time, to 
strnighton up somebody olse's who 
bnsn't tho time, Is tho woman 
whoso work Is going to bo 
noted and counted as valuable. 
Tbo woman, who, announcing 
that she must get work or stnrvo, and 
who yet Is not willing to bo nt 
h'or desk at eight o'clock iu the 
morning, deserves to starve, Tbo 
woman who knowing that fur a cer- 
tain number of hours sho should In 
honor give her time lo her employer, 
i* but n poor worker whon ten min- 
utes after tbo hour finds bor arriving, 
and five mlnutas boforo tho hour to go 
away sees hor getting hor clonk ready 
nnd arranging for her out-door cos- 
tume. Tho good workman doesn't 
drop Ibopon or tbo hammer at tbo 
stroke of tha hour; ha finishes first 
that which ho Is doing, for his heart 
Is In his work, and that's tho way it 
must bo with ynu girls If you want to 
succeed and make oven "n llttlo 
money."

This openod a new trade, although 
at first it wa* not easy to sell tho 
women, becauso wealthy famlllea 
did not wtflh to havo servant*) with 
black teeth, tho result of tho 
practice ot octal nut chewing, So 
small a price, however, Was asked for 
them that all the women wero finally 
sold. To-day these women are in 
much demand In some parti of West- 
ern China. As serrnnta they are gen- 
tle, obedient and laborious, and nro to 
highly esteemed tbat thoy command a 
goad price. It Is a very lucrative 
trade, and hundreds ot poor women 
are every year draggod away from 
tholr homos by these pitiless deslors 
of human flesh. Many Chinese ore 
engaged In tha business. 

It Is gratifying to bear that tho 
French nro making good progrcsaln 
tholr otferts to stamp out the trarno. 
They havo visited very aovere punish- 
ment upon somo Chinese whom they 
havo caught stealing woman.

Ho dug In 
it as another boy would dig in tho 
woods for sassafras root. It appeared 
that ho was Interested In until ml his- 
tory and nnlurul phenomenn. Ito 
asked questions of thc»o books, exactly 
aa ho would ask a living nuthorlly, 
and kept at It till ho got answers. Ho 
know how to read. Soon thnt boy 
was an authority on earthquakes. Ho 
liked lo have lao conversation nt ta- 
blo turn on earthquakes, far then ho 
scorned to bo tha tallest person at tho 
table. I suppose- there was ao unrth- 
qunka nnywhera of nny Importance 
hut that ho could tell where 
It occurred and what damn go tt did, 
how many houses It burled, and how 
many pcoplo It kitted, and in what 
shnpo It left tho country tt hud 
hhaken. From that he went on to try 
to discover what caused these disturb- 
ances, nod this led him Into other 
Investigation?, and at Inst lutu the 
study of oleelrlclty, practical as well 
ns theoretical. Ho examined ma- 
chines und Invented machines, «nd 
kept on reading, ami presently ho was 
an expert la electricity, lie know 
how to put In wire.*, and signals, and 
bells, and to do a number of practical 
and useful tMns*. nnd almost beforo 
ho was able to outer tho high-school, 
ho had a great deal of work to do In 
tho city, and three or four men undor 
him. Thcso men under htm hail not 
read ns much about electricity as ho 
had, — Charles Dudley Warner, In St. 
Nicholas. 

Lincoln'* fSooil ITnhlti, 

The president rose early, as his 
steep wus light and capricious. In 
tho summer, wh.m ho lived at tho sol- 
dier's home, ho would take his frugal 
breakfast und ride lutu town In tlmo 
to bo at his desk al H o'clock, writes 
Colonel John Hay In tho Century. Ho 
began to reeelvo visits nominally nt 10 
o'clock, but long befora that hour 
struck tho doors were bejlogodby anx- 
ious crowds, through whom Iho people 
of Importance, Fensilm-B and members 
of congress, elbowed their wny after 
the fashion which still survives. On 
days when the cabinet mot, Tuesdays 
and Fridays, tha hour of noon closed 
tbo intorvlows of morning. On other 
days it was tho president's custom nt 
about that hour to order tho doors lo 
bo opened and all who were waiting to 
bo admitted. 

At luncheon tlmo ho had literally 
to run tho gantlet through the crowds 
whoullcd tho corridors between lib 
ofllco and tho rooms nt tho west cad 
of tho houso occupied by tho family. 
Tho art or n< io a woro nvay In much 
tho same manner as the morning; Into 
in tho day ho usually drove out for 
aa hour's airing; at U o'clock he dined. 

lie was one of tho most abstemious 
of men; the pleasures of the labia 
had few attractions for him. His 
breakfast was nn egg and n cup or 
coffee; at luncheon ho rarely took 
mora than a biscuit and a glnsa of 
milk, a plulo of fruit In Its season; at 
dinner he ato sparingly of ono or live 
courses. Ho drank little or no wlnu; 
not thai lie remained always on prin- 
ciple a total abstainer, as ho wus a 
part of his early life In the fervor of 
tho "U'nsljlngtonlan" roform; but ho 
navor enred (or wine or liquors of any 
sort, and nuvor used tobacco.

Tho Sioux method of courtship (and 
1 suppose It Is tho same amoag most 
of tho blanket tribes) Instills In n love- 
lorn buck tho virtue ot patience. If 
nothing more, says a writer from Pino 
Ridge Agency during tha Indian 
troubles of last falh When a young 
Sioux warrior, or an eld "coffee 
cooler 1 ' for that matter, seoks a •weot- 
heart ho paints nil race In many 
colors, envelops himself so complotoly 
In a blanket that nothing of him but 
his eyes arovlslblaand lots his breoah- 
eleut drag along on tlia ground behind 
him. This brooch-clout, by Iho way. 
Is tho moBt flxtravogaot piece of tho 
young warrior's raiments It Is often 
made ol many colors and If baipnnglod 
with looklng-glaisos. small coins, belli 
and bonds. Arrayed In this attire, 
tho young man takes his position 
tlon where tho shy maidens of his 
tribe are euro lo pass him. lie mny 
stand there half an hour before ho 
recotvcinny encouragement, nnd then 
again ho may have to wait there for a 
whole week Ilut bo novor despairs. 
Tho girls know why ho waars that 
cloak nnd why ha poors nt thorn from 
bono nth Its folds. Usually thoro nro 
from two to five squaw hunters 
togottior. If ono of tho:u Is noticed 
favorably by a young girl Iio Imme- 
diately Joins her and begins to mako 
(ho moit ardent lava If, nfiar his 
story has boon told, tho girl rejects 
him the noxt young buck leaves tho 
parly, with his braoah-ctout dangling 
bohlnd him, and tries his linnd. Thus" 
the lovers follow one another until tho 
girl llnds a promising buck who has 
either dona some groat deed or who Is 
rich enough In pen lea or steers to 
reimburse the father for tho loss of 
his child or who is in a position to 
earn somo sort of famo In war or 
In peace. The njjonl usually ties the 
niurit.tl knot Whatever may bo said 
about soma of the barbarous practices 
and tho un cleanliness of tho Sioux and 
Ghoyenno women It Is novortholcss a 
fact that they are with rura exceptions 
Industrious nnd virtuous. When thoy 
havo married white mon they hnvo 
proved to bo economical wives and 
good mothers. This is also trua of 
the Arnpuhocs, but among tha Crows 
Inconstancy Is rampant aad ono of the 
greatest menaces to tbo perpetuation 
of tho tribe. 

Fine River Aganoy at this tlmo was 
surely a weird plcturo or frontier life. 
But down In tliu Indian village itself, 
whan tho moon was two hours up, tho 
scones were fur mora weird and pic- 
turesque than tho ayo could bco from 
tho plhtonu. The tomtom was being 
beaten for a squaw dance. Sunk deep 
In tho ground was a iroodon bass drum, 
nud around It, squatted on their 
haunches, were twotvo old women 
with slander slicks who leant up a 
ceaseless tattoo on tho instrument. 
The thirteen Ih woman wore a bracelet 
of slcfgh bolls which sha Jingled with 
greal vigor as tho drum mors grew 
mora axclted at their work. Squatted 
In a circle of a diameter of thirty font 
wore other old squaws who fruin time 
to lime joined In iho strange, piping 
songs of the drummors and daucod 
with tho peculiar It nee movement so 
characteristic of all Indian dances. 
Finally tho muslo ceased. A dog of 
six months' growth, with a dimo tied 
to each car with u strip of green rib- 
bon, was led into tho circle, butchered, 
sklnnod unddiseinbowled, Tho tongue, 
heart and liver woro cut into strips 
and served lo tho drummers and tho 
rest of the hugs by three old woiuuu, 
who waited on tha table as Sunday 
school teachers do at a picnic Than 
the dog was cast into a kettle of boil- 
ing wulor. While tho soup was being 
brewed the drumming was renewed 
and round and round tho uncon- 
scious danced n score of painted 
squaws wilh their Navajo blankets 
wrapped closely about them, and 
singing shrilly soma song whloh 
may or mny not havo had nny appli- 
cation to tha forthcoming foust. At 
tho conclusion of each song all the 
squaws sot up a piping whlnnuy. l!y 
and by the dog was dono. Tlion from 
tho koltlo two old women ladled the 
disgusting moss Into small tin pans, 
which wore placed at tho foot of all 
tho squaws. Crackers were also serv- 
ed, and than amid n chattering about 
all kinds of nonsensical things tho 
squaws began to oat. When tho plates 
were prosontod lo bo refilled they 
I wera liberally laden with tho boltod 
Imeatol tho dog. Thus tho feast was 
continued until all that remained of 
of the dog In the kettle was tho ropul- 
Blvo looking and grinning skull, with 
the coins Hill clinging to tho oars. 
This was placed In n pan, and thun 
began n roulo, which was as difficult 
to follow as the Indian game of pokor. 
At last, however, a big squaw, whoso 
child wore a vest plaited with oik 
teeth, won the prize, which was tbo 
money attached to tha skull. With a 
skillful sweep o( her knlfo sho severed 
tho ribbons, und, draw Jim the ends 
through tha cars of the skull, tiod 
them with tho same strings in herown 
ears. Thara wore wild turnips and 
| plumbs for dessert and thun, filled 
i with good cheer, thoy resumed their 
singing and dancing.

km ccs used by our whaleman. The 
Persian and Indian javelins are some- 
what longer than the African, us are 
also those in use by Australian war- 
riors.

A fe w months ago tho hand fulor poo> 
plo who live on ntcairn island cele- 
brated tho hundredth anniversary of 
tho landing ol tholr fat hern on thnt lit.

nnd eevornl otbor llttlo communities 
Inhabiting tlio sninllocitspcckaofhinj 
In thu ocean nleo excito much onter- 
cst, 

Thoro is ono island, however, of which 
wo seldom hoar. It ta Lord Ilo we inl- 
and, tho homo of fllty or sixty whlto 
people, about 000 miles northeast of 
Now South Wales.

Tha literature 
of a country may pctlsh, but proverbs nevei 
die, because they havu in themselves agerm 
of life that renders them prscllcslly Immor- 
tal. It Is with the proverbs ot a nation as 
wllh the proper names and Ihe native (low- 
ers. Every kind of social, morslandpolltl- 
cal revolution may sweep over the land, the 
native language may disappear and the na- 
tive people vanish before the sword ot tha 
destroy or, but the native names and the na- 
tive flowers never perish, and the proverbs 
have an nlmost cquitl tenacity of life.— St.

I go on to learn that when God writes 
anything on tho wall, a man hnd better 
read It as It Is.

Ho said to 
those who did wrong, and who were offen- 
sive In bki sight, "Vo generation or vipers I 
ynwhltal sepulchre*! How can ye escape 
the dnmnallon of hellf I'.iu) tho npostln 
preached before a man who was net ready 
to bear him preach. What subject did he 
tako? Did ho say: "Oh! you are a very 
good man, a very flno man, a very noble 
man?" No; he preached at righteousness 
to a man who was unrighteous; of temper- 
ance to a man who waa the victim of bad 
appetites; of the Judgement to como lo a 
man who was on fit for It. Ho wo must al- 
ways declare lho message that b 'pperii to 
como to us, Daniel must read ll as It is. 

Another lesson that conic* to ua; there Is 
a great difference between the opening of 
the banquet of sin and its close.

What Invention 
was there, but our riven must turn tho 
new wheel and rattle tbe strange shuttle. 
What warm furs, but our traders must 
bring them from tbu Arctic. What flab, 
but our nets must sweep them for lho 
markets. What music, but it musl ling In 
our hulls. Whnt oloquouce, but It must 
speak In our senates. Uo! to the national 
banquet, reaching from mountain to moun- 
tain and from as to sen! To prepare that 
banquet the sbecpfalds and the aviaries of 
tho country sent their best treasures. Tho 
orchards piled up on tho tabto their sweet- 
est frulla. The presses bunt out with 
now Wines. To sit at that table came the 
yeomanry of Sew Hampshire, and tho lum- 
bermen of Maine, and tho Carolinian from 
tho rice Holds, and tbo western emigrant 
from the pines of Oregon, and wa were all 
brothers — hrolhcraal a banquet. Suddenly 
tha feast ended.

Tut n 
few Inches or rich top soil or turf, tho 
lnltor If bulla r, In tho bottom of tho 
hole J lava n tub or vrnter bumly. 
Talcs tho Iron In ono hnml, with tho 
lop down, nnd it nhnrp knllo In tho 
other, [nnd out off nil tho broken roots 
with ii slnnlln? out, From tho smooth- 
cut roots llltlo rootloU will start vary 
soon, nnd tlio troo will mnlta a pood 
crow tb the first year. 

Nojit turn Iho troo top up, nnd wllh 
a sluntlnir cut tnka off nt lonst ono- 
Imlf tho langth of nil tho limbs nnd 
top. Do not bo nrrald to nso the knlfo 
freely. I rioldoin ioavo mora than 
throo buds un n limit, Somo object to 
this pmclicc, but expcrlonca nnd ob- 
sor vull on Imvu convinced mo thnt this 
Is correct. 

The roots ot most Ircos extend much 
farther thnn tholr brnnclics, nnd whan 
taken Irom thn nursery tho InrRor 
part of tlio roots nro loft In tho ground, 
nnd honco lhara is hut llltlo loft to 
sustain tlio tree. Evan If tho Iraa 
lives with the whole top loft on, then 
the ends of the limbs will bo likely to 
die. At all events, such a tree will be 
Stunted and ruined. Tha trco thuH 
propurod, trimmed as above, should 
havo Its roots dipped Into the tub 
of water, lly so doing tho dirt will 
cllntf tolhn roots, and onublelbotn to 
start mare readily. 

The above directions will apply to 
nearly all bruit truas. Tha pear or 
quince should bo set ao as to cover tho 
connection Ihree or four Inches below 
the aurfnee. By *o doing qulnco roots 
will bo placed out ol tho way ol tbo 
borers, for tltCIO Pests scorn to be 
mora fond of tbo qulnco than of tho 
pear. 

Tliawp* In Unci. 

This dlsanso la common to all son* 
ions, but mora prevalent In tho cool 
months ol fall and spring and during 
tho winter thnn during tho summer. 
It Is caused by constipation, too rich 
and heavy feeding, colds, and lying In 
Ihc dusL Wo havo hnd mora troubla 
from overfeeding lhan nil tho other 
causes lojcihcr. Whon a young pig 
gets to thumping wo do not expect to, 
moot with success In declaring, ho- 
rauao tbo trnublo la caused by too 
much milk, and boforo we cun ranch 
It throucH tlio iliuti It succumbs. 1! m 
with pig* after weaning and lnrgor 
animals that sulTar from thumps wo 
havo met with good inccosa In giving 
medicine, Hading spirits of turpentine 
tho best remedy. For a pig thnt will 
weigh fifty pounds n loaspoonlul will 
bo b duto; give once n dny for two or 
Ibrco dnya In tho slop, und than drop 
out a day or two boforo giving nnothar 
dose. 

If tho tin I mat Is gottlng too much U 
can bo told by tha effuct un the urinary 
organs. Once wo prepared lurpontlno 
for tlio whole lot, soma thing over 
thirty ho nd, for n cough, part of thorn 
failed to drink, and tho othora got loo 
much. Result, tbo next morning about 
Duu-lutlf of tbo number wero olt lead, 
and on boing driven from tholr bods 
tho burrows would got almost onto tbo 
ground with tholr bellies la their 
efforts lo urinate, and tho sowa would 
ictllo down nn their b nun cbos in tholr 
ilrnlniiig, Wo thought tho affected 
ones woro ruined, but in thli wo waro 
mistaken, for In Iwolvo hours thny 
wore nt their food again, apparently 
ly all right. 

■ This remedy hi some oases falls, as 
all ether remedies will. Many farm- 
ers deem It tha shortest way out of tbo 
troublo whan they And a bog tin imping, 
to kill It, putting nn end to Its. misery 
and saving tho expense nnd locon- 
voulenco ol doctoring, This wo would 
not do except In oxlromo cnies. This 
Is n trouble that can bo prevented by 
careful fcodlug und. looking wall to 
tha lanlUiry conditions of tho nut mala, 
Except lit the case of sucking pigs wo 
do not think tho dtsonso as prevalent 
as formerly. — Stonkmnn and Farmer.
